The street improvement bonds 
were issued June 1, 1908, _ Pa 
last two, each for $625, p 
terest, were cancelled lat, ak 
by Owen E. Atwood, city treas- 


urer, All of the bonds were sign-}. 


ed by Kirk Vernon, as-president | 
of the board of trustees, City of}. 
Upland; M. F. Palmer, ‘city treas- 
urer, and R. C. Norton, city clerk. 
The last two bonds to be paid off 
have written across them in red 
ink the following words: “Can- 
celled, O. E. Atwood, city treas- 
urer, Mar. 22, 1948.” 

Second avenue was’ the 
street to be paved, Mr. Vernon 
said, followed by iFirst and Euc- 
lid avenues, 

“We had to put paving and 
sidewalks on the main streets 
where the business was in order 
to keep moving ahead,” he added. 

Remembering how difficult it 
was to go to Ontario down Euc- 
lid avenue 40 years ago, the pion- 
eer resident went on to comment, 
“Why, all you could see on Euc- 
lid avenue was a cloud of dust 
and it used to take you half a 
day~to get to Ontario.” 

He went on to point out that 
when the $50,000 bond issue was 
made, Upland was just starting 
and didn’t have any treasury at 
all. As a result the entire amount 
had to go for road work in the 
main portions of the city. 

“When we issued those bonds, 
why we didn’t even have a shovel 
to start on,” he commented.

Mr. Vernon of the difficulty he 
had in circulating a petition for 
the establishment of the first city 
council. f

| ~ Ontario Council 


Delays Action 
After Hearing — 


Ontario's proposed compul- 
sory dog vaccination ordin- 
ance identical with one adopt- 
ed by Upland last month— 
came under bitter attack last 
night before city council. 

A small but highly vocal 
group of dog owners and pro- 
fessional handlers and train- 
ers condemned the so-called 
“one shot” rabies vaccination 
method as “useless and dan- 
gerous.” 

Represenetatives of the Orange 
Empire Dog club were prominent 
among the half-dozen who were 
opposed to the measure. , 

J. R. Van Valen, Etiwanda, 
spokesman for the canine breed- 
ers group, argued that a leash 
law would more adequately pro- 
tect citizens against rabid dogs. 

He was supported in this view 
by W. R. “Bill” Koehler of Can- 
yonaire Kennels, Upland. Mr. 
Koehler, in addressing the coun- 

cil, offered a $5 wager that the 
body of any well dog, if submit- 
ted to laboratory tests, would be 
found by what he called ‘‘the ex- 
perts”, to be infected. 

He was sternly reprimanded by 
Councilman Roy Boles. “This is 
tot a gambling hall,” Mr. Boles 
said. 

Gives Views 

Authorities do not agree on 
| whether the vaccines now avail- 
| able are effective, therefore, the 
{council should not make vaccin- 
ations mandatory for dogs kept 
jin kennels and yards. 

That was asserted by Elizabeth 
|Shephard, Ontario. D. M. Brand,

|club, read a long communication 
| from the U. S. Bureau of Animal 
| Husbandry. 

; Researches by that bureau, he 
asserted, indicate that vaccines 
thee being marketed actually in- 
lerease the incidence of rabies. 
|Enactment of compulsory vaccin- 
ation laws, he said, are sought by 


| -he manufacturers of serums to 
increase their revenues. 
Mr. Van Valen said his prin- 


| cipal objection to the law is that 
it creates ‘'a sense of false secur- 
| ity in the general public’. Such” 
| Security is not justified on the 
| basis of results obtained by vac- 
cines now available. 
| In addition, he pointed out, be- 
| tween one-half and two percent 
of all dogs are killed by vaccina- 
ion.

Johnston was a city_ supervis- 
or, and became chairman of the 
state board ot control before he 
abandoned a promising political 
career to be warden of Folsom 
prison in 1912. Folsom was a 
hotbed of rioting. Some of the 
guards quit in a hoff when the 


new warden abolished corporal 
punishment and’ made other re- 
forms, but it worked. Folsom 


quieted down. 

He moved to San Quentin in 
1913, made many reforms that 
later were written into California 
laws, and attracted a steady par- 
ade of students from all parts of 
the world who wanted to study 
his methods. 

Johnston returned to private 
life in 1925 as vice-president of 
the American Trust company in 
San Francisco, a post he held un- 
til called to head Alcatraz in Jan- 
uary, 1934.

The assumption of American 
policy has been that the Soviets 
do not want war, at least not now. 

On that sawutvetion their ex- 
pansion can be halted by a show 
of firmness and eventually, when 
the pcwer balance has been re- 
stored, we can end the “cold war” 
and make a real peace. 


I, too have been inclined to ac- 
cept this thesis, while questioning 
come of the means of. achieving 
its goal. 

But suppo‘e the thesis is false? 
Suppose the Russian leaders, be- 
lieving--as their ‘creed has taught 
them—that war is “inevitable”, 
have decided to strike now. 


I must confess that in the past 
six weeks this ominous possibility 
repeatedly has cro:sed my mind. 
By the time this column appears— 
when the week end is over—we 
shall know more. We shall, at 
ieast, know whether the Italian 
j elections have passed off quietly 
—or éven been held at all. In 
fact, how the Russians and their 
italian agents accept these elec- 
tions will indicate whether they 
aécept limits to their expansion 
Europe, or whether they are pre- 
pared-to breach them by force. 


Very ominous moves have been 
made this spring—moves which 
are only rational on the assump- 
tion that Russia means war. 

The Czecheslovak coup was en- 
tirely rational if Russia meant 
peace. The Benes-Masaryk state 
was Russia's best show window to 
the west. 

But if Rucsia means war the 
coup’ was not irrational but stra- 
| tegically essential. It means hold- 
ing the key point in the Danubian 
basin, and ‘Strengthening the Red 
Army pincets around Austria and 
'the Russian zone of Germany,
